CLEAN LAST SUMMER'S THINGS NOW 


It'* just plain cussedness — "human nature", if you 
want to call it that — but most of us are careless when 
it comes to cleaning a garment after we're through 
wearing it for a season.

of course, been cleaned and wrapped to protect them 
during storage. Then they'd be ready to wear and less 
deteriorated too. (Also, may we recommend you bring 
this winter's clothes to us and have them cleaned before 
you put them away for the summer?) 
And when it comes to cleaning of last summer's 
clothes, we recommend you bring them to us. Tell us that 
the garment hasn't been cleaned since last summer. That 
way we'll take the necessary corrective steps to put ii 
back in shape. To do it yourself — even if you wanted 
to — is almost impossible. 
However, if the garment can be washed, and you 
want to do it yourself — these suggestions will be 
helpful to you. 
1. Measure the garment thoroughly. 
2. Remove buttons or other trims that washing may 
harm. 
3. Soak in soft water. 
4. Wash by hand using a mild soap which will lather 
well. Be sure the temperature of water is not more than 
IOO degrees F. 
5. Next, rinse in clean soft water 5 or 6 time* to re­ 
move all soap. 
6. Carefully squeexe out excess water and stretch to 
correct dimensions and allow to dry. 
7. Press carefully and the garment is ready to wear. 
Any way you look at it, it's a lot of work, isn't it?

Meet Arlington Heights Businessmen 


WALTER KRAUSE 
Waker Krause, Jr. local realtor, 
has had a finger in the develop­ 
ment of Arlington Heights for over 
30 years. He entered the realty 
business way back in 1923 when 
Arlington Heights was a small sub­ 
urb and its residents did not know 
where it was going.

Krause and Henry Kehe, who had 
joined the realty firm, started a 
currency exchange which was a 
godsend to local citizens. It could 
not accept deposits, *but it cash­ 
ed a terrific number of payroll 
checks 
During those days many a repu­ 
tation fell, but the Krause name 
remained unsullied. The village 
needed some level-thinking men at 


I the helm of state, and Mr. Krause 
served many years as chairman 
of the finance committee of the 
village board. Some of the time 
the village was hard pressed for 
funds to meet the monthly pay­ 
roll. Walter and the other mem­ 
bers of the village board had to 
do some expert financing to keep 
the village machinery in opera- 
: tion. 
Walter smiles as he looks back 
to the days when a dollar in the 
| village treasury was more impor­ 
tant than a SIO bill in a today’s 
laboring man’s pay check. 
“The days of fine homes for $10.-^ 
OOO are gone,’* says Mr. Krause/ 
“The $20,000 and $25,000 homes of 
' today are taking their place and 
there is even a greater market 
for them.*’ 
The Krause A Kehe organization 
has sold a lot of property the past 
few years, and is still selling ap­ 
proximately around the $2,000,000 
figure annually. The firm also 
does

considerable 
mortgage 
business which provides invest­ 
ment opportunities for local per­ 
sons who have spare cash to put 
I to work.

Prospect Heights became of age "musically" last week end 
with the presentation of the favorite Gilbert Sc Sullivan, “H. M. S. 
Pinafore/’ The financial success of this audacious venture by local 
citizens will be used to promote music education and appreciation 
in this growing community. 
“Pinafore’’ depicts the English caste system practiced to some 
degree up to the turn of the century. 
It is written in two acts 
and presents an interesting complication of social levels which in­ 
volves the so-called proper attitudes of life, love and authority of 
the British admiralty. 
Ordinarily an amateur offering of this type is usually ac* 
espied as such, however, soon after the curtain went up, au­ 
dience acceptance was one approaching professional approval. 
This was due to the outstanding performance of the cast. 
The lead, “Ray Rackstraw,” a British sailor was portrayed by 
Jack Basco, whose cultured tenor voice and acting may well mark 
the beginning of a great musical career. 
The feminine lead, "Jo­ 
sephine,” the captain’s daughter, portrayed by Gloria Lieberman, 
was excellent 
Bob Parsons, in the role of the Pinafore captain, came near 
equaling the skilled John. 
Francis Slonek’s role of "Dick Dead 
Eye” was amusing in §pite of some ommissions and additions to 
the script. 
Bob Randwph as "Lord of the British Admiralty,” 
proved himself a versatile actor and gave the audience a chuckle 
with some of his own inimitable interpretations of the egotistical, 
overbearing official, "Sir Joseph Porter.” 
"Hebe," Sir Joseph's cousin, was played well by June Chrisf- 
offerson. who took over the part a few hours before the curtain 
in the absence of Pat Wayne. 
Supporting roles by Al Loll and Wayne Mitchell delighted the 
audience with the dance of the hornpipe. Dickson Randolph, the 
juvenile contribution, was an amusing novelty. 
The success of a Gilbert & Sullivan opus mainly depends on 
the quality of the chorus, which, in this case, was exceptionally 
good. The orchestra, usually a must in a Gilbert Sc Sullivan opera, 
was hardly missed because of the superb musicianship and show­ 
manship of Phyllis Snetsinger, piano accompanist. 
Roy Kane, a professional actor whose hobby Ss producing 
amateur theatricals, reached a high water mark of success us 
director and won the applause of an appreciative and critical 
audience.

Their 
marriage, which occurred shortly 
after, showed every sign of com­ 
plete happiness. However, on Aug­ 
ust 
19, 
1945 while' attending a 
church picnic, the dreaded disease. 
Polio struck. Marion was hospital­ 
ized and confined to an Iron Lung. 
After two years the Polio Founda­ 
tion moved her back to her home 
in Oriole Park where her husband 
had organized and built the St. 
A n d r e w s Presbyterian Church. 
With some progress, two years 
later, she was able to change to 
an artificial respirator. A year ago 
due to further improvement she 
advanced to a rocking bed. At 
the present time she is completely 
paralyzed from the shoulders down 
with the exception of slight move­ 
ment in one arm and hand. 
In the face of the loss of her 
husband and her own condition. 
Marion is a bright and cheerful 
person to visit. She apd Mary 
Ellen have complete faith in their 
future.

worn out*windshield wiper blades and other neglected parts will 
let you down in an emergency.

Automobile dealers and service stations throughout Arling­ 
ton Heights are cooperating with the vehicle maintenance pro­ 
gram, and will check the following IO points on all cars whose 
owners request the special 10-point safety check: 
1. Brakes should take hold evenly on all wheels. TTie hand 
brake should be able to hold the car on any hill. 
Brake fluid

2. Headlights should be at the proper level for maximum 
road illumination and minimum glare. 
Lenses should be clean 
and reflectors bright. 
3. Rear and stop lights should operate properly. Directional 
signals should also be checked. 
4. Tires should be checked for wear and proper inflation. 
5. 
W h eel a lig n m e n t should be checked. 
6. Exhaust systems and muffler should be completely 
checked by a qualified mechanic.

The Editor Wag Wrong 


Since the appearance of the edi­ 
torial column in the Mount Pros­ 
pect Herald on April 22, in which 
the editor stated his views with 
respect to my prospective home 
building 
activities 
in 
Arlington 
Heights, I have been giving con­ 
siderable thought to the implica­ 
tions of certain statements you 
made. 
It is my conviction that in the 
Interest of accuracy, and of a 
properly informed public in Mount 
Prospect and Arlington Heights, 
I should attempt to state the facts 
on the subject you have discussed. 
I think it would be very much in 
the public interest to do so be­ 
cause, as no one needs reminding, 
the problems and implications of 
any large scale home building pro­ 
gram are of the utmost interest 
to the people of these communi­ 
ties. 
First, for the sake of identifying 
myself for your readers, let me 
point out the following: 
1. My family and I have been 
residents of Mount Prospect for 
more than eight years. Our home 
is at 304 North Russell Street. 
Two of my children attend the 
Fairview School. 
2. My organization has already 
built a great number of homes in 
Mount Prospect as well as in oth­ 
er locations throughout the Chi­ 
cago Area. I should say that in 
recent years, we have construct­ 
ed in the neighborhood of three 
hundred homes in Mount Prospect 
alone. Our present architect is 
James W. Viger, a Trustee of the 
Mount Prospect Village Board, 
and a prominent and respected 
designer of Contemporary homes. 
Mr. Viger is drawing the plans 
for our new building program in 
Mount Prospect. 
It should be quite apparent, 
therefore, that I have considerable 
stake in this community both as 
a long-time resident and as a 
business man. 
3. I have been one of the largest 
individual property holders in the 
Village and, consequently, have 
been one of the largest individual 
tax payers. 
4. No business dealing that my 
organization has ever made in 
Mount Prospect or, for that mat­ 
ter, in any other community in 
which we have ever operated has 
been made without the full con­ 
sent of, let alone in definace of, 
the properly constituted govern­ 
mental authorities. 
5. I think it also is of consider­ 
able interest to note that all of 
the property in Mount Prospect 
on which my organization has 
built modern homes was delinquent 
on the tax rolls of this Village at 
the time my organization took it 
over for development. It does not 
need emphasis that this property 
is now a valuable tax asset as 
well as a major improvement to 
the general overall development of 
this community. 
Now with respect to the im­ 
plications of your remarks on 
April 22, may I in a friendly 
and, I trust, helpful way, make 
these observations: 
The editor’s remarks dealt large­ 
ly with the proposed building pro­ 
gram which we wish to undertake 
in Arlington Heights. In its tone, 
your column gave the reader the 
impression that we might be at­ 
tempting to “put something over” 
on that community. For example, 
you say that we may be “running 
up against a stone wall*’ when we 
attempt to operate in Arlington 
Heights . . . . that the Arlington 
Planning Commission and Village 
Board “are not easily swayed” .. 
. . that my company “will have 
to build approved roads and curbs 
as well as install underground 
work” . . . . and that “the threat 
of a law suit also will not scare 
Arlington Heights officials.” 
The column further stated that 
I am reported to have made such 
a threat against the Mount Pros­ 
pect Village Board. 
The facts about my dealings with 
the Village officials of Arlington 
Heights are as follows, and I 
would welcome it if you or any 
other responsible citizen of this 
community would check them four 
yourself. 
1. It is true that my organiza­ 
tion, which operates as Joseph M. 
Brickman 
General 
Contractors 
not as Superior Home Builders, 
as you state has acquired some 
thirty acres within the Village 
Limits of Aplington Heights. Your 
story in the April 22 issue er­ 
roneously stated that we had ac­ 
quired eighteen acres. 
2. After we purchased this Ar­ 
lington Heights property we re­ 
tained the services of the noted 
engineering firm of Consoer and 
Townsend, to survey, subdivide 
and prepare all engineering data 
for the purpose of underground in­ 
stallations, streets, curbs, gutters, 
sidewalks, etc. 
Let me underscore the fact at 
this point, that this same firm of 
Consoer and Townsend are the 
Village Engineers for Arlington 
Heights, itself. 
I feel, therefore, that it is an 
injustice and a violation of the 


facts in the case to imply that 
we were or are attempting to 
evade any village requirements 
with respect to the developmnt 
of this proprty. 
3. It is certainly true that the 
Arlington Heights Planning Com­ 
mission will want to know what 
kind of homes we intend to build 
there. Every planning commission 
has a right to this information and 
over a period of time in which I 
have 
been responsible for the 
building of more than 2500 homes 
in the Chicago area, no planning 
commission has ever been denied 
this type of information. 
4. With respect to the “threat” 
of the law suit, I reportedly made 
against the village of Mount Pros­ 
pect, may I say categorically, that 
no such threat was ever made by 
me in the entire course of my 
dealings with the village board 
over these past eight years. On 
the contrary, it has always been 
the endeavor of my organization 
to be as helpful as possible in the 
spirit of mutual cooperation with 
these village officials. 
At the meeting of the Mount 
Prospect board to which reference 
was given, as can be attested to 
by Frank Opeka, the village at­ 
torney who was present, certain 
questions as to the legality of 
various phases of the building or­ 
dinance were reviewed. I am sure 
that Mr. Opeka will confirm that 
the review of these questions was 
done in a mutual effort to clarify 
certain technical points under dis­ 
cussion and that nothing in this 
review could, with justice, be con­ 
strued as a threat to sue. 
Subsequent paragraphs in your 
column deal in much the same 
tone with the implications that we 
deliberately are going to build 
houses in the path of the proposed 
Tri-State highway 
in Arlington 
Heights. 
I think it should be evident to 
almost everyone that it would be 
utter foolishness for any builder 
to erect houses in the MI knowl­ 
edge that a highway might soon 
be going directly through their 
living rooms. 
The facts about the relationship 
of property in Arlington Heights to 
the proposed route of the highway, 
as we understand them, are as 
follows: 
1. At the time my organization 
acquired this thirty acres plot of 
ground in Arlington Heights, we 
had no knowledge of any proposed 
highway program in the area. For 
that matter, I am sure that the 
village officials of A r l i n g t o n 
Heights and its planning board, 
similarly had no knowledge of the 
location of this highway. 
As a matter of fact, we were re­ 
quested by these village authori­ 
ties through our engineers, to at­ 
tempt to determine the routing of 
this road. 
2. We asked our engineer* lo 
investigate this question immed­ 
iately, which they did, and report­ 
ed back to us and to the village 
planning commission. Their find­ 
ings were that the proposed high­ 
way will cut through a portion of 
the Eastern and Northern part of 
the plot. 
^ 
We immediately instructed our 
engineers to draw in the proposed 
route of the highway on the plat 
and they submitted it to the vil­ 
lage planning commission. 
Ever since that time, we have 
unsuccessfully been attempting to 
determine from the highway de­ 
partment whether these plans are 
firm or whether the routing may 
subsequently be changed; and if 
they are firm, whether the high­ 
way construction program will get 
underway within a reasonable per­ 
iod of time. 
I can assure the editor we 
would like to know as much as 
he whether the highway author­ 
ities intend definitely to put the 
highway through as presently 
planned. If we find that they do, 
then of course, our building plans 
will be changed accordingly. 
When and if they are changed, 
it shall be our intention as always, 
to make these changes consistent 
with the best judgment, not only 
of the village engineers, who are 
also our engineers, but also of the 
village planning commission. 


I hope that tills explanation of 
our past and proposed activities, 
will be helpful in clarifying what 
is an important subject for all of 
us in Mount Prospect and Arling­ 
ton Heights.

Sanna At 212 Degrees Makes 
Mea (Or Lobsters) Of The Fleas 


by BILL DILLINGHAM 
The Finnish steam bath is sup­ 
posed to be the hottest thing this 
side of a Mexican pepper. Accord­ 
ing the Finns, there’s nothing like 
it anywhere else in the world! 
The temperature of a Finnish 
steam bath — called a “sauna”— 
reaches 212 degrees, or the tem­ 
perature of boiling water! The rea­ 
son that humans — or, in the 
case of the Finns, Superhumans 
— can stand this high temperature 
is because it is relatively dry. 
• * • 
THE INSIDE of a sauna looks 
like a midget grandstand with an 
oven in place of the ball field. 
People sit up on the benches and 
catch the heat — the lower down 
one gets, the cooler the room feels, 
and vice versa. 
If things get too hot, each guest 
is equipped with a bucket of water 
which he may use to cool himself 
with. To make the room feel warm­ 
er, it is only necessary to splash 
some wather onto the oven. This 
will create steam and make the 
body more perceptive to the heat. 
To liven things up, bathers fre­ 
quently whip each 
other with 
branches. This is supposed to help 
the blood circulation. It’* an old 
Finnish custom! 
• • rn 
AFTER ABOUT fifteen or twenty 
minutes inside the hot room, the 
bathers run out into the snow. They 
will either rub down with the help 
of some snow drifts, or,- if the 
lake is not frozen over, jump right 
into the cold water! 
After that, the bathers will re­ 
turn to the hot room and begin to 
scrub themselves with soap anc 
water. When they are finished, they 
are said to have taken a sauna — 
the roughest obstacle course in 
all of Europe! 
Common colds and pneumonia 
are not the consequences of this 
custom. The Fins are noted as far 
as Moscow for their sturdy anc 
lealthy bodies.e m a 
IF A FINN doesn't take his 
lls sauna at least twice a week. 
ie doesn’t feel like a Finn any 
more. One of the first buildings 
nhat farmers in the North country 
construct is the isolated shack for 
the sauna. They feel that they can 
withstand any forms of disease or 
even the coldest winter — just as 
ong as they can take a steambath 
now and then. 
Medical 
authorities 
in 
other 
countries would probably guaran 
tee a severe case of rheumatism 
jor anyone who sits in a steam­ 
bath, and who is in the next min 
Ute relaxed inside of a snow drift 
or splashing around in an icy lake 
Four million Finns do this twice 
a week, however, and rheumatism 
is hardly known in the country!

only to have them rejected or down­ 
graded later because hot weather “got 
to them” before the customer. Suc­ 
cessful poultrymen know, of course, 
that eggs should be gathered three or 
four times a day in the summer and 
then cooled quickly to about 55 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit Egg cases should be 
pre-cooled and eggs marketed at least 
twice a week. 
Eggs should be collected in wire 
baskets since this type of container 
permits circulation of air and thus 
facilitates quick cooling operations. 
There are various types of commer­ 
cial and homemade coolers used. 
Some farmers use no more than a 
household electric fan in coot moist 
storage or basement rooms. Care 
should be taken to keep such rooms 
clean and well ventilated. 


cooling idea. One large producer has 
a one-ton unit installed in his new 
combination egg room and farm office. 
The building, 18 x 24 feet in size, is 
constructed of cement blocks. It is 
well insulated on the skies and root. 
During cooling operations; the unit is 
set to maintain a room temperature 
of between 55 and 60 degrees. Egg 
baskets are pieced on a table in front 
of the unit and agnail fan is located 
at one end of the table to provide 
added circulation of air.

Experimental Plots Helping 


Farmers Know Insecticides 


Commercial vegetable growers 
of the state, especially in the north­ 
ern Illinois area, have good rea­ 
son to appreciate the helpful work 
on insect control done in recent 
years by Dr. John M. Wright, as­ 
sociate entomologist with the Illi­ 
nois natural history survey. Many 
of them have learned the dollars- 
and-cents 
value 
to be 
derived 
from following recommendations 
based on experimental work car­ 
ried out, in many cases, on small 
plots on their own truck trams. 
The work of experimenting with 
new insecticides for control of in­ 
sect damage to the state’s vege­ 
table crops goes on year after 
year by natural history survey en­ 
tomologists. As new and better 
mixtures and methods are dis­ 
covered they are tried out with 
great care and patience before re­ 
commendations can be made to 
the general public. 
* 
« 
* 
DR. WRIGHT says the most ef­ 
fective control for many vegetable 
insects is accomplished with soil 
treatments, in which insecticides 
are applied to the soil before plant­ 
ing is done.' 
“This way of applying insecti­ 
cides has been proved economical 


and labor saving as well as effec­ 
tive,’’ Dr. Wright points out. “The 
insecticide used starts work on 
most insects before they have a 
chance to develop in large num­ 
bers, and it offers effective pro­ 
tection in one application for ger­ 
minating seeds and tender young 
plants. In the past few years, 
soil treatments with aldrin and 
dieldrin before planting have giv­ 
en good control of wireworms, 
corn root worms, white grubs, some 
cutworms, and onion and cabbage 
maggots.’’

THIS YEAR plans are already 
made for planting small experi­ 
mental plots on growers’ farms in 
the areas around Des Plaines, 
South Holland, and Eureka. Other 
plots on which work will be con­ 
tinued are located at Lisle and 
Downers Grove. Plots at the lat­ 
ter place belong to the University 
of Illinois. Insect control work on 
them is carried on by the natural 
history survey in co-operation with 
the

horticulture. 
Plans for the experiments in the

IN SOUTH HOLLAND area new 
insecticides will be tried out for 
their effects on carrot weevils and 
leafhoppers; onion maggots in on­ 
ion sets; and tomato russet mites 
and tomato fruit worms. Dr. Wright 
explains that the tomato russet 
mite is a pest new to this state 
in the last two years. It has been 
particularly destructive in some 
areas, and thus far no satisfactory 
control measures have been found. 
It poses one of the most pressing 
future problems. 
In the Eureka area experiment­ 
al work in 1954 will be concerned 
mainly with damage caused by 
squash bugs. Since squash bugs 
are also a pest on pumpkins, they 
are undoubtedly the most impor­ 
tant insect around Eureka, which 
is popularly referred to as the 
pumpkin 
capital 
of the 
United 
States.

DR. WRIGHT, whose work on 
control of carrot weevil has re­ 
sulted in untold savings to many 
commercial truck gardeners of 
the state, says that early spray­ 
ing with DDT has almost elimi­ 
nated damage from the carrot 
weevil in northern Illinois. 
One of the recommendations by 
Dr. Wright, the use of aldrin on 
onion sets for control of onion 
maggot, has been the means of 
saving many valuable crops for 
growers. Endrin, another new in­ 
secticide tested by Dr. Wright, has 
given exceptionally good control of 
cabbage worms during the past 
two years. Results to date justify 
the recommendation of endrin on 
an experimental basis, but the 
material has not yet been given 
the label of approval by the fed­ 
eral government. Until that ap­ 
proval is given, as in the case of 
all new insecticides, endrin is not 
available commercially. 


Farm Income 


Down Slightly 


From 1953 


The USDA now expects farm in­ 
come for 1954 to be 4 or 5 per­ 
cent less than it was in 1953. The 
Department points out that prices 
of crops average a little, lower 
than they did last year, and the 
volume of sales will probably be 
smaller. 
The volume available for sale 
will be cut by acreage controls 
and probably by drouth. Ordin­ 
arily, small crops are offset by 
higher prices and therefore farm 
income does not suffer from re­ 
duced production. However, when 
price supports, reduced production 
brings little or no 
increase 
in 
prices and farm income declines 
with reduced output. 
a a a 
FARMERS* CASH receipts from 
farm marketings were about 3 per 
cent less for the first quarter of 
this year than last year. Income 
from corn and other feed crops 
was up about one-eighth on ac­ 
count of a larger volume of sales. 
Returns front the sale of meat 
animals and poultry were about 
the same. Sales of milk, wheat, 
cotton, 
tobacco, and vegetables 
brought -in less than in the cor­ 
responding part of 1953. 
Illinois farmers seem to be do­ 
ing a little better than farmers in 
most other states. 
Cash receipts 
from farm marketings in Illinois 
in January and February are es­ 
timated at S287 million—2 per cent 
more than in corresponding months 
last year. Some of this increase 
in income is probably due to in­ 
creased sales from the good 1954 
corn crop. Cash receipts frofn 
farm marketings include income 
from CCC loans on grain.

AVERAGE 
PRICES 
of 
farm 
products 
seem 
likely 
to 
hold 
rather steady during the next few 
months. Price stability is expect­ 
ed because (I) prices of farm 
products are now about in norm­ 
al balance with prices of nonagri­ 
cultural products; (2) the general 
business situation is well stabiliz­ 
ed; and 
(3) 
price-support 
pro­ 
grams tend to hold up prices, 
while sales of government stocks 
tend to check price advances. 
Some sag in crop prices is like­ 
ly to develop at harvest time, and 
prices of hogs will slide during 
the late summer and early fall. 
The demand for food has not 
been reduced by the decline in 
employment, according to the US 
DA. The * Department points out 
that consumer incomes available 
for spending during the first quar­ 
ter of 1954 were near the record 
levels of 1953. Loss of income on 
account of unemployment has been 
almost entirely offset by reduction 
in income taxes and by increased 
unemployment compensation pay­ 
ments.

THE BUSINESS 
readjustment 
has developed about as was ex­ 
pected During 1953 industrial pro­ 
duction was greater than sales and 
warehouse stocks piled up. Some 
workers were laid off during the 
fall and wanter. So far this year 
sales have exceeded production. 
Inventories have been reduced, but 
further reduction may occur. Con­ 
sumers bought heavily on install­ 
ment deals in 1953, but they have 
been reducing their indebtedness 
in recent months. 
Exports of farm products so far 
this var have been near 1953 lev­ 
els. During the past 12 months 
they have totaled around $2.8 bill­ 
ion, or about $1,400 for each com­ 
mercial farm in the U.S. (Com-

make a business of producing 
farm products for sale and that 
produce at least $2,500 worth of 
products per year).

Contour Farming Stops 


Erosion On Local Farms 


CONTOUR INC RAYS 


Since the North Cook county soil 
conservation district was organiz­ 
ed, contour farming is beginning 
to gain in acreage every year. 
The reason for this is that results 
are astonishing to neighbors and 
also to those who have hilly land 
and general slopes. 
Last year after a heavy rain 
fall on the 8th of June, that broke 
all previous records in the west 
end of Cook county, a group of 
men, judging for the state "save 
Your Soil” contest visited a num­ 
ber of farms in this area. In their 
report they stated that no notice­ 
able erosion took place on the con­ 
toured fields. 
They also reported that on some 
of the farms not following a prac­ 
tical 
land 
use 
program, 
on 
side hill gullies were washed six 


inches wide and 4-5 inches deep 
in center of every corn row. Later 
in the year we had a dry spell 
and the corn that was planted up 
and down the hill showed signs of 
firing while the contoured fields 
looked green and showed no signs 
for lack of moisture. 
This does not mean that every 
farm er who signs up with the dis­ 
trict is compelled to contour all 
his fields. It is only recommend­ 
ed on general slopes so more row 
crops and less sod is needed to 
hold both the top soil and mois­ 
ture.

It likes to attack en masse. Clus­ 
ters of IOO have been found eat­ 
ing away on a single leaf. 
The May beetle, also known as 
the June or daw bug, has three 
years to work its 
depredations.

THE REDDISH brown or black 
May beetle makes up for its lack 
of beauty by showing oft The 
swain defoliates just for kicks. It 
snaps off stems between the leaf 
and the twig as part of its show­ 
off routine for the lady friend. 
Arsenate of lead sprays are of 
some help in controlling the adult 
beetle on the wing, but ifs much 
wiser to destroy them now with 
grub-proofing. 


Beautiful Trees 
On Golf Course 
Are Storm Peril 


Nature Is likely to do some 
divot-digging of its own on golf 
courses. Rain-harried players had 
better hurry to the low ground 
and away from hilltop trees when 
Jupiter Pluvius starts shooting his 
bolts from the blue. 
No tree is immune to lightning, 
and if the trees on your favorite 
course are unrodded, skeedaddle 
to the valleys and away from the 
hills. Golfers are particularly vul­ 
nerable to lightning bolts, accord­ 
ing to Martin L. Davey, Jr., who 
heads the nation’s largest tree 
expert concern. They’ll congregate 
under the biggest trees when it 
rains. And it is just those woody 
giants that are most likely to be 
hit, particularly if they’re on high 
ground. 
But other conditions like depth 
of roots, moisture-retention of bark 
and wetness of soil also enter into 
it. 
Careful study of these factors 
often makes it possible to provide 
golf courses with reasonable pro­ 
tection by rodding key trees. 
Of course the danger extends 
beyond the links. More than 400 
electrocutions by lightning were 
reported by the National Safety 
Council last year. Other extensive 
damage was caused by resulting 
fires. 
Sparing the rod can spoil the 
tree and endanger lives and pro­ 
perty, too. 
In any case, whether on the golf 
course or elsewhere, be wary of 
trees during an electrical storm. 
It’s better to get soaked than 
shocked.

Business Pace 


Remains Slow 


Spring has yet to bring forth de­ 
finite signs of a halt in the down- 
drift of business, the Federal Re­ 
serve bank of Chicago reports in 
its monthly review, “Business Con­ 
ditions.” Although some yardsticks 
suggest the decline is tapering off, 
the bank says much of the cur­ 
rent business trend is clouded by 
seasonal factors. 
Umemployment, 
for 
instance, 
has increased only moderately in 
I recent weeks in contrast to the 
sharp pickup in layoffs earlier in 
the year. But this development 
looks less favorable when compar­ 
ed with the ususal March and 
April decreases in the number of 
jobless. For the past six years the 
drop in unemployment has aver­ 
aged 240,000 and 280,000, respec­ 
tively, in these months. 


I 
• * * 
ON THE RETAIL trade front, 
seasonal influences have tended to 
exaggerate a somewhat gloomy 
picture as a result of the late 
Easter date. Nevertheless, spring 
apparently has not brought a re­ 
versal in the sales outlook. Week­ 
ly reprts from department stores 
reveal that March and April sales 
were about 4 per cent under the 
same period last year. Sales of 
major consumer durable goods 
showed 
some signs of pickup, 


I though seasonal gains were not as 


j much as anticipated. 
The decline in business activity 
is also reflected in financial mea­ 
sures. Business loans slid off 666 
million dollars from December 30 
through the first week in April 
partly as a result of businessmen’s 
efforts to reduce the amount of 
money tied up in inventories. Dur­ 
ing the same period last year the 
net drop was only 93 million dol­ 
lars. What’s more, the current 
shrinkage in private loan demand 
is even bigger than the figures in­ 
dicate because loan totals have 
been inflated by bank purchases 
of special certificates from the 
government. 
• 
• 
• 
AS A RESULT of the easing of 
private demand for some types of 
credit and Federal Reserve action 
to increase the supply of loanable 
funds, interests rates have declin­ 
ed 
substantially. 
Consequently 
prospective users of credit are 
finding borrowing costs lower and 
some terms easing. 
Mortgage lending on residential 
property has thus far held closer 
to its 1953 level than any other 
major type of private credit. Bor­ 
rowers are now getting somewhat 
lower rates and longer terms than 
were customary 6 to 8 months ago. 
According to the bank, mortgage 
money for new homes is easily 
obtainable in most urban centers. 
This condition is expected to re­ 
inforce the demand for residential 
construction in the months ahead.

George Mahin, executive secre­ 
tary of the Taxpayers’ Federation 
of Illinois, replies: “Teachers have 
no right to strike. Policemen and 
firemen have no right to strike. 
Garbage collectors have no right 
to strike. No employees of govern­ 
ment-federal, state or local—have 
any right to strike. Any teacher, 
any policeman or firemen, any 
garbage collector, or any other 
government employee who goes 
out on strike should be notified im­ 
mediately to report back to work 
and should be fired immediately 
if he doesn’t.*** • • 
DO TAXPAYERS have the “de­ 
mocratic right” to strike if they 
don’t like the way their govern­ 
ments are being run, Mahin ask­ 
ed Megel. Taxpayers who have 
tried to strike against the federal 
government 
by refusing to 
pay 
taxes have ended up in jail. Tax­ 
payers who have tried to strike be­ 
cause local property taxes soared 
too 
high ended 
up losing their 
properties or paying taxes, plus 
stiff penalties. And anyone pro­ 
moting or fomenting a taxpayer 
strike could end up in jail for con­ 
spiracy against government. 
It’s just as much conspiracy a- 
gainst government for teachers or 
policemen or firemen or garbage 
collectors to halt government op­ 
erations by striking as it is for 
taxpayers to halt government op­ 
erations by not paying taxes. Tax­ 
payers have no right to strike.

THE TEACHERS W e the un­ 
questioned right to present their 
side of the case to the people of 
the school district, to try to per­ 
suade the school board to change 
its mind if enough of the people 
will support the teachers’ case, to 
try to defeat the school board 
members for reelection if they re­ 
main adamant. 
But the teachers have no more 
right to club the school board into 
submission to their demands by 
strike than the taxpayers have to 
refuse to pay taxes if they be­ 
lieve their tax money is being 
wasted on courses in folk dancing 
or how to baby sit.

Clean Streams Group 
Looking Into Laws 
Regulating Pollution 


New housing developments, par­ 
ticularly in unincorporated areas 
and in villages not served by 
any sanitary district, are creating 
serious problems of stream pollu­ 
tion. In a report to William N. 
Erickson, president of the board 
of forest preserve commissioners, 
the Cook county 
clean 
streams 
committee 
stresses 
the 
urgent 
need for more rigid control of 
such 
developments. 
Dangerous 
sources of 
pollution 
are 
being 
created faster than discovered, re­ 
ported to the proper authorities, 
and eliminated. 
Two statutes have been discov­ 
ered which may assist in solving 
the pollution problem. One, enact­ 
ed in 1949 and amended; in 1951, 
gives the county board power to 
require 
sewage 
collection 
and 
treatment before approving 
the 
subdivision of a tract outside of 
any city, village or incorporated 
town. TTiat law requires an inves­ 
tigation by a qualified engineer, a 
bond to insure faithful perform­ 
ance, and provides that no map, 
plat or subdivision shall be entitled 
to record or have any validity un­ 
til so approved. 
The other statute contains simi­ 
lar provisions governing the erec­ 
tion of “buildings for habitation” 
in municipalities lying within a 30 
mile radius of a municipality of 
more than 500,000 people — ob­ 
viously Chicago.
